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some extracts conveying an impression of 
this significant function. The last speech, 
but by no means the least, was that of Dr. 
Talcott Williams of the School of Journalism 
of Columbia University. This will appear in 
full next month. 

President James Wood occupied the chair. 

The meeting began with reading by the 
Rev. Edmund Banks Smith (a chaplain of the 
Department of the East, Governor’s Island) 
of the classic passage of the 6th chapter of 
St. Paul’s Epistle to the Ephesians—describ- 
ing the armor of the Christian soldier—fol- 
lowed by the Lord’s Prayer, Collects from the 
Liturgy of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
and finishing with George Washington’s 


prayer. 
Mr. Wood said among other things: 


We are met here this afternoon to partici- 
pate in an important event, the presentation 
of One Million copies of the New Testament 
to the Young Men’s Christian Association, 
for distribution to the Army and Navy—the 
largest single grant of Scriptures that this 
Society, perhaps any Society, ever made. 

The agency of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association was selected because of the fact 
of its magnificent work, and because it is 
recognized by the government of the United 
States as an authorized agency for such work 
in the Army and Navy. By placing our dis- 
tribution in the hands of one agency, we hope 
to avoid the great waste that results in the 
duplication of this work that necessarily ac- 
companies the distribution through a great 
variety of agencies—and this is a matter of 
very great importance. We all know that in 
a work of this kind there is necessarily a very 
considerable wastage. 

Testaments have been given to a consider- 
able number of soldiers already. I was very 
much interested to hear a report of what a 
soldier at Camp Yaphank said about the 
Testament he received. He said, ‘This is a 
good thing,”’ and he advised all the boys to 
accept these Testaments, stating that they 
were printed on nice paper, and just the right 
size with which to roll cigarettes, and that 
he had already smoked through to II. Co- 
rinthians. In spite of this, perhaps at the 
appointed hour, he may read one little 
verse in II. Corinthians before he smokes it 
up that will change the entire course of his 
life. This is our hope, and that is our prayer 
accompanying every one of these precious 
books that we send forth. We cannot tell 
when or where the result will be achieved, but 
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we know that eventually it will be achieved, 
and that it is worth while. 

Special editions have been prepared of this 
very strong khaki-covered Testament, which 
will stand the greatest amount of use, of a 
size that will not encumber the soldier’s kit. 
It is too much to ask a man to carry about 
with him a heavy Bible, or one that will take 
up too much room in his kit, but a New 
Testament of this size, in clear, sharp type, 
that can be put in his vest pocket and carried 
without any difficulty is just what the soldier 
needs. The Christian people of America 
want every man to have it, and the American 
Bible Society is merely the agent of the 
Christian people of America for doing the 
work which they want to have done, and 
which they enable the Society to do by their 
contributions for this purpose. 

Will Mr. Sloane please come forward as the 
representative of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association? (Mr. Sloane comes forward.) 

It gives me great pleasure, Mr. Sloane, on 
behalf of the American Bible Society, to pre- 
sent to you, as the representative of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association, One Mil- 
lion copies of the New Testament for the 
work of distribution. I hope you will accept 
this as arepresentative copy. You will under- 
stand, of course, that this distribution is for 
the Army and Navy.

over his heart when he goes into battle. I 
hope it will be so. 

While I am not fond of talking, yet I do 
feel a little inspired to realize that I am in 
this magnificent house, about which I have. 
heard so much, and about whose great doings 
that have affected Christianity and the entire 
world I have read so much. It is only right 
and proper that I should on this occasion give 
some testimony to the worthiness of the work 
that has been done for these many, many 
years, work for which this Society and its 
officers are to be thanked. 
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Custom is everything, and our customs 
have been growing better; I think men are 
growing better. Of course, women have al- 
ways been lovely and good. ‘There is no use 
talking much about that. But men are grow- 
ing better, and it would take a wise mathe- 
matician, indeed, to determine how much this 
Bible Society and the Young Men’s Christian 
Association have had to do with that improve- 
ment in our customs. But that they have 
been tremendous factors in the advancement 
and the improvement of customs among the 
nations of the world there can be no doubt 
whatever. There is less grossness in so- 
ciety, less swearing, less drinking. We are 
growing better. It is high time we were 
growing better. I have often thought that 
if I controlled things absolutely and had the 
whole control of the human race, I would be 
very much tempted to take a sponge, so to 
speak, and wash from the memory of mankind 
all of the past, and start over again; but, un- 
fortunately, in this world there are a few peo- 
ple that redeem all the rest and carry the 
good work on; and it is going on all over the 
world, and in this great war it is going on, 
and we are going to carry on, and carry it on 
to a victorious end. I hope that all you in 
the Bible Society feel about it like all we sol- 
diers do—that we have to fight it out this 
time. (Applause.) There is no half-way 
measure, no half-way peace. 

J think we are marching under the banner 
of the Lord. (Applause.) And when we 
get our men over there in the trenches and 
in the presence of death they will be exalted, 
and as man is exalted his heart and his 
thoughts turn toward his Maker, and I have 
no doubt that many, many copies of these 
million books will touch the hearts of those 
men, and in the presence of death with that 
idea of duty, with that inevitable turning to 
God, who alone can help us in those great 
times of trial and suffering and of death, that 
little book will be as a balm, a comforter— 
better than any other. (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT Woop: In connection with the 
last remark by Gen. Hoyle, I would state 
that the Bible Society of France sent to us 
some three months ago a copy of the New 
Testament that had been furnished to the 
soldiers on the other side, the gift of the 
American Bible Society, in which was sticking 
a machine gun-bullet that had penetrated 
practically through the volume, but that 
stopped just at the passage which Chaplain 
Smith read at the opening of these exercises. 
This book had been carried in the pocket of 
a French soldier and right over his heart, and 
unquestionably saved his life. (Applause.) 
And I mention this as an illustration of the

superstition that the General spoke of, a super- 
stition that is very general indeed. 

We had hoped to have Admiral Usher here 
to-day as the representative of the Navy, but 
the Admiral, like all the higher officers in 
command, is terribly busy, as we all know. 
Everyone must be in connection with the 
Army and Navy at the present time. The 
Admiral, therefore, was good enough to re- 
quest Chaplain Isaacs to appear as his repre- 
sentative on this occasion. I desire, then, to 
present to Chaplain Isaacs, as the represen- 
tative of the Navy of the United States of 
America, a special edition of the Bible that 
has been prepared for the libraries of vessels 
of the Navy of the United States, and this 
copy I present to you, Chaplain Isaacs, as the 
representative of the Navy of our country. I 
present this to you with very great pleasure. 
May we hear a word from you? (Presenting 
book amid applause.) 

THE Rev. W. J. Isaacs, D.D., Chaplain 
U.S. N.: I regret exceedingly that Admiral 
Usher cannot be upon this platform this after- 
noon. He is very busy, as the President of 
the Bible Society said, and otherwise would 
have been here to-day. 

I want to say, on behalf of Admiral Usher, 
who represents the Navy in and about New 
York, that we appreciate most highly this gift 
of the American Bible Society. And I can 
tell you this—that I know our men will not 
use the Bible or the Testament as someone 
has said this afternoon the soldier at Yaphank 
used his; because if you will sometime come 
down to the Navy Yard I will show you nearly 
every young sailor there with a copy of the 
New Testament in his pocket, right over his 
heart. I have had the great pleasure of dis- 
tributing in the neighborhood of a thousand 
copies of the Testament over there, and if you 
are ever in the barracks at the Navy Yard you 
probably will find fifty per cent of the young 
men at that station before they retire for 
the night reading a passage of God’s Holy 
Word. 

Thirty years ago, when I entered the serv- 
ice, it was seldom if ever you found a copy 


of the Testament or a copy of the Bible in- 


the possession of any of the men in the Navy. 


At that time the Navy was composed mostly 


of foreigners. The first ship I was assigned 
to was manned, I think, by representatives of 
almost every nation on the face of the globe, 
with the exception of the American nation. 

If you visit any of them to-day you will find 
young Americans, young Americans who are 
educated, men who read, men who think, and 
men who believe in the Trinity, thank God, 
men who serve their God as well as they 
serve their country and their féllow-men.

Tur Rev. EpmMuND BANKS SMITH, Chap- 
lain, Governor’s Island: Mr. President and 
Gentlemen and Members of the Bible Society—I 
was interested in what the President said con- 
cerning the soldier who smoked his way 
through the Bible. Whether it is true or not, 
chaplains are not such softies that they are 
afraid to believe in that sort of thing. I be- 
lieve that perhaps that did happen. I am 
sorry for the man—sorry for the book. The 
fact that the President was not afraid to tell 
that story teaches this, that religion is not a 
thing you can hurt. You can hurt the man,

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but you cannot hurt your God, and as religion 
is God’s and not man’s, you cannot hurt re- 
ligion. 

I was very much struck at learning here to- 
day that the verses of the Bible I selected as 
our lesson at the opening of this auspicious 
occasion to-day were at the very place where 
that bullet stopped. It is a remarkable inci- 
dent, and I am thankful that I was the un- 
conscious means of bringing out the fact. 
God moves in a mysterious way his wonders 
to perform, and even the slight incident 
that happened this afternoon will fix in our 
minds, not so much the fact that at just that 
particular passage the bullet stopped, but the 
fact that there is such a feeling among the 
soldiers. I presented a Bible to a soldier on 
one occasion and he accepted it in rather a 
grouchy sort of way, and said, “Well, Chap- 
lain, this may stop a bullet.’” That has been 
alluded to before. I said, “Yes, my man, it 
may stop a bullet, but do you realize that a 
pack of cards will stop a bullet better than 
the Bible?’’ He said, ‘‘No, will it?”’ I said, 
“Ves, a pack of cards is thicker, and the fact 
that the cards are loose and not fastened to- 
gether results in this, that they will stop a 
bullet better than a Bible. Now, don’t take the 
Bible for that sort of life preserver. It may 
protect your heart for you, but I pray God 
it may save your life in and through your 
heart.”’ 

PRESIDENT Woop: We have with us Private 
John H. Young, of Orient, L. I., formerly of 
Company H, 127th New York Volunteers, in 
the Civil War. Private Young has with him 
a copy of the New Testament presented by 
the American Bible Society which he carried 
through the whole period of the Civil War. 
I will ask Private Young to now exhibit his 
Testament. 

Joun H. Younc (Exhibiting Testament): 
That is the Testament I carried through the 
Civil War, from August 27, 1862, to June 30, 
1865, when we were discharged. I carried 
that in this pocket. (Indicating pocket over 
left breast.) 

PRESIDENT Woop: You carried it in the 
right place. 

Mr. Younc: No, I guess it was in this 
pocket. (Placing book in right-hand inside 
pocket.) That never got hit by a bullet, but 
I had a bullet hit me. It passed through my 
body, but I pulled through and got out of 
it again. The doctor didn’t think I would. 
I ain’t no speech maker. I thank you for 


this honor that you have given me to-day, 


which enables me to show you this Testa- 
ment.

Civil War 


HINA has entered the Great War, but has 
also wars of her own. The Rev. Thomas 
Torrance, in aletter dated July 18, 1917, from 
his post in Chengtu, Szechuan Province, sent 
us the following vivid account of the civil war 
nowraging there. Itis written from the stand- 
point of a “ wandering Bible-man,’’ who some- 
times must see some sad sights. Mr. Tor- 
rance writes as follows: 


I am back again in Chengtu. I arrived the 
night before last. As it happened I was just 
in time to witness the close of the struggle 
between Gen. Tai Kan, the military governor, 
and Gen. Liu Tsung-Hou. 

: It was a trifle uncomfortable after getting 
in at the West gate. The first foreign prem- 
ises I saw were those of the Quakers. The 
houses on three sides of the Mission were 
burned—and what a desolation that section of 
the city looked ! Beyond, the firing was go- 
ing on steadily and loudly. I was glad to get 
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Front in Brazil 


very urgently need more Scriptures,’’ wires 
one from the north of this, great Brazil, where 
he is facing an unprecedented demand for the 
Word of God, which has exhausted his meager 
supply. I have none to send; there is no 
surplus in Brazil; and this great, God-given 
desire, this rare opportunity, will die unsat- 
isfied, defeated! Why? Because it seems 
we are forgetting what we owe to the Bible, 
and what the lack of it must mean in the 
great regions beyond, at this terrible spiritual 
crisis. 

We strain and sacrifice ourselves to grant 
a moment’s joy, a day’s relief for this one 
and the other, and forget the dying millions 
oppressed by spiritual atrocities far, far 
worse than Germany could conceive. We are 
forgetting eternal values—our perspective is

across the burnt-out quarter safely and into 
the shelter of a street to the north. This led 
me nearly a mile east to near our American 
Bible Society house. But even here there 
were parts of burned streets several hundred 
yards long. It was pitiable. 

The coolies turned and came into the upper 
Curio Street. It was not so badly destroyed 
as I had heard, only the end of it being dam- 
aged where it ran into the street behind our 


block, and where a large fire raged which 


once threatened our American Bible Society 
quarter. : 

As soon as I had had a cup of tea and a 
wash I got over our side wall into the For- 
eign Office and saw Mr. Ch’ien. He gave me 
the full history of all the happenings during the 
past eventful fortnight. While we sat talk- 
ing the big guns boomed up again, missiles 
screeched over us, and an occasional thud let 
us know one had dropped not so very far away. 

He told me that that morning the Szechu- 


anese had sprung a mine under the wall of

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the fort called the Imperial City, making 
a fair breach in it. When the explosion oc- 
curred it sent up a great quantity of bricks 
and mortar. The French Consulate, which 
was near by, got badly damaged by these 
crashing down onthe roof. The Consul him- 
self narrowly escaped. A refugee child in- 
side was killed. 

After seeing Mr. Ch’ien I went over to the 
Canadian Mission to hear theirnews. Things 
were quieter over there. The noise of the 
bombardment was not nearly so loud. It felt 
more healthy ’’ intheir neighborhood. Their 
hot time was at the start. The parade ground 
adjoins their property. The Kueichow sol- 
diers made a stand under their boundary wall, 
which consequently was well peppered. I 
counted 25 bullet marks in one place 6 feet by 
10. Ferguson’s place, which is only 200 yards 
away, was also liberally hit. The boundary 
wall is scarred and chipped all over. 

They wanted me to stay overnight, but I 
preferred to return here. Mr. Ch’ien had 
heard there was still danger of incendiaries 
(hired by the Kueichow men) burning the 
square or block containing the Foreign Office, 
the Telephone Exchange and our American 
Bible Society’s house. He had warned all 
the neighbors to keep a special watch that 
night, and I naturally was anxious, too. 

The chief of police of the Northeast of 
Chengtu is sheltering in our place. On my 
return we conferred about the night watch 
and he assured me everything was being 
guarded efficiently, so I went off to try and 
get a sleep after my long day’s journey 
through the fierce heat of the plain. 

Though late, it was still broiling hot, and 
between the heat and the noise of guns my 
rest was rather disturbed. 

Early next morning the chief of police told 
me the Kueichow soldiers were leaving. This 
surprised me, but was excellent news. Ch’ien 
confirmed it—that a number at least had gone. 
I now went across the city to the fighting line 
and got in touch with a company of soldiers 
about 300 yards off the Imperial City wall. 
They told me of the assault the night before, 
etc., and how this brought the Kueichow men 
to their knees. 

Returning to the Foreign Office and Ch’ien, 
I got in touch with Liu and his staff over the 
’phone, and heard how the Kueichow men 
were all to be gone by noon, etc. You can 
imagine our joy at the news. 

The damage to our house is not so great 
as I feared. There are some bullet holes, of 
course, but no structural hurt to the building. 
The broken tiles can easily be replaced. 

. For the safety of our house and depot we 
are largely indebted to Mr..R. R. Service, of 
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the Y. M. C. A. He exerted himself most 
heroically to put out the fire near the north- 
west corner of our block and thus kept it 
from spreading this way. My informant is 
the chief of the Foreign Office. Mr. Service 
left for the mountains on Monday, so I have 
not seen him. 

The Kueichow soldiers intended to start 
another fire at the crossroads, thirty yards 
from our door, to the east, but it was pointed 
out to them that this “‘ Foreign’’ building was 
near, and they were persuaded to desist. 
Then the Szechuan troops rushed them so 
fast to save any more burnings that they got 
no chance to alter their minds once they had 
delayed doing so. 

Mr. Service also saved the American Meth- 
odist Hospital, by tearing up a burning floor 
at one end. I would suggest that you write 
him a note of thanks for what he has done for 
us. This will be an official acknowledgment 
of his help, and a kind word of appreciation 
in a hard world often goes a long way to 
cheer a man on. He himself had said not 
one word to me about anything he has done. 


Death of Gen. Tai Kan 

The North-China Herald, a month later, 
contained the following, which completes the 
story—a gruesome ending. 

Gen. Tsiang Tsun-kuei, who was sent to 
Szechuan on a special mission, has managed 
to return to Peking. He submitted a report 
to the Cabinet regarding the situation in Sze- 
chuan and the circumstances under which 
Gen. Tai Kan died. Gen. Tsiang said that 
Tai Kan, after leaving Chengtu with a little 
over 1,000 of his Kueichow troops, was forced 
by the troops of Liu Tsung-hou to march on 
incessantly ; and if his men stopped awhile for 
rest, Liu’s troops opened fire on them merci- 
lessly. As Tai Kan’s followers had practi- 
cally no ammunition left, they were virtually 
unarmed men. What with ruthless slaughter, 
hunger and other privations and exhaustion, 
the number of his adherents at last dwindled 
to a mere handful of men, weak in appearance 
but stout in heart, and loyal to their chief to 
the last. Tai Kang, perceiving that his men 
died and suffered on his account, and for his 
sake alone, decided to commit suicide in order 
to save the remnant of a score or two from a 
horrible death or ceaseless persecution till 
their death; and with this end in view he cut 
his own throat with his sword and died. Mr. 
Huang Tahsien, Chief of the Administrative 
Department in Szechuan, who was also a Kuei- 
chow man, was atrociously done to death by 
one of Gen. Liu’s lieutenants. Mr, Huang 
was bound and shot dead, and his body was 
then dismembered. ar “i 
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A Testimony from Japan 


R.K.E.AURELL, our Acting Agentin 
Japan, sends this grateful testimony: 


For the encouragement of all who are in- 
terested and engaged in the circulation of the 
Word of God, I take pleasure in reporting 
the following testimony from a Japanese 
Christian worker: 

‘“‘T will never regret that the Bible fell into 
my hands in childhood days. I am happy to 
say that it became the means by which I was 
led to Christ in repentance of my sins and 
faith unto salvation. My life was founded 
upon the solid rock, Jesus Christ. 

‘““When I was about ten years old, my 
mother gave me a strange book. I had never

seen it before. That book was the Gospel of 
Mark, written in the spoken language, and 
printed by the American Bible Society. 

‘“Where did you get it, mother?’ I 
asked. She replied, ‘Oh, on the train. I 
bought it for one sen from a foreigner who 
spoke a little Japanese.’ 

We were then living in our native place, 
about seventy miles north of Tokyo, a quiet 
country town, and as reading of books was 
my favorite way of spending much time, 


I read this new book more than any other. 
I do not know how many times I read it'over. 
I imagined when reading the sixteenth verse 
of the first chapter, that the sea of Galilee 
must be very beautiful, and I fancied that I 
was with Simon, Andrew, John, and Thomas, 
and I said to myself—‘If I were called by 
Jesus now, I also would follow him.’ 

“IT regard that as the first call of the Lord to 
me, and, like many innocent souls the world 
over, on the firstimpulse, without any reflection 
upon whatit implies, I desired to obey the call. 

““At the age of fifteen, attending Middle 
School one day, I said to a friend of mine (a 
Christian boy, by the way)—‘ Though Chris- 
tianity is generally disliked, I think it is nota 
bad religion.’ This remark made my friend 
so glad that he immediately presented me with 
a copy of the whole New Testament. I was 
very glad to get it, and read it through from 
Matthew to Revelation over and over again. 

““By this time, however, I was not so sim- 
ple-minded. Doubts and fears arose in my 
mind as I read of the many out-of-the-or- 
dinary things in the story of Jesus. But the 
Acts of the Apostles was especially interest- 
ing reading to me, and I often desired to be 
like those primitive Christians. 

““ At the age of seventeen, for the first time, 
I dropped into a mission and heard a Chris- 
tian sermon. I understood the preaching 
very well, and when the invitation was given 
for any and all who desired to become Chris- 
tians to come forward, I did not hesitate to 
join others who did so. However, I did not 
receive full assurance of salvation that night, 
and for weeks following had a very testing 
time. My distress of soul was so intense 
that at times I would cry out, ‘It would have 
been far better had I never heard of this Way!’ 
I desired to forget it, but it was the mercy of 
God that kept me from forgetting it. Finally 
the day came when that awful darkness passed 
away,and I was enabled to accept the Lord 
Jesus as my personal Saviour and Master. I 
became a sincere follower of Jesus, and ever 
since have preached Christ and urged my 
countrymen to follow him. 

‘The first thing I will do when I get to heaven 
and see the Lord Jesus is to ask him who that 
foreigner from whom my mother bought that 
Gospel is, in order that I may meet him to ex- 
press my gratitude for that precious book.” 

My word shall not return unto 
me void, but it shall accomplish that which 
I please, and it shall prosper. in the thing 
whereto I sent it.”? Is. 55:11. zs 
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The Rev. George S. J. Browne, D.D. 


HE many friends of the Rev. Dr. George 
S. J. Browne will look with tender inter- 
est on the picture of him which we are able to 
reproduce here, and those who knew him will 
rejoice to see his kindly and earnest face again. 
He died in his seventieth year, on August 
28th, in Cincinnati, in his own home, where 
he had been ill for three months. He was a 
graduate of Otterbein University and Lane 
Seminary and was ordained by the Cincinnati 
Presbytery in 1872. He was pastor at Mor- 
row, O., for three years, and from 1875 to 
1877 did home missionary work in Chicago. 
He was then pastor successively of the 
churches of Mount Sterling and Midway, O., 
Columbus, Ind., Bowling Green, O., and Pop- 
lar Street Church of Cincinnati. He became 
secretary of the Western Tract Society of 
Cincinnati in 1898, and after that, in the year 
1909, he entered the service of the American 
Bible Society. His course has, therefore, not 
been a long one but a very fruitful one. While 
Secretary of the Central Agency, his head- 
quarters were in Cincinnati, O. Dr. Browne 
was a constant and indefatigable bishop of 
Bibles, using the word not technically but in 
the original sense of overseer and promoter 
of the business of Bible distribution, and he 
did it very well. When he was not preaching 
about the Bible cause he was preaching about 
the broader cause of the salvation of mankind, 
and was an acceptable preacher. The Society 
valued his services highly and laments his 
loss very deeply. 


Notes and Comments 


ISSIONARIES traveling to Panama 
or stopping there en route are cor- 
dially invited to share the hospitality of the 
Bible House at Cristobal. It is not as large 
as the Washington Hotel, but we have two 
guest rooms intended for the use of mission- 
aries. If they will let our Agent know of their 
coming he will try to have them met at the boat 
and taken to the Bible House, which is situated 
at Cristobal (where a missionary is likely to 
debark) at the Atlantic end of the Isthmus. 
Our Agent tells us that we have the privilege of 
getting guest tickets in the Canal Employees’ 
Restaurants, which are very good, and which 
our guests can purchase at reduced rates.

Tue table of receipts from four principal 
sources gives little ground for encourage- 
ment in September, 1917, as compared with 
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September, 1916. Church collections have in- 
creased but others have decreased so much that 
the total decrease, as will be seen, is $2,613.86. 

In the longer period—June Ist to Septem- 
ber 30th—the receipts for the year make a 
better showing, there being a total increase 
of $24,800.19. 

This increase is principally in legacies. The 
last quarter of the year still remains, with its 
possibilities of still further increase. These 
possibilities may become actualities; large 
increases will result if all the friends of the 
Bible and the Bible Society will take hold 
and help us. 

The struggle to raise money for Bibles for 
soldiers and sailors naturally absorbs atten- 
tion just now, but the regular work of the 
Society must be maintained and increased.

THE Rev. Mr. Tucker, the Society’s Agent 
for Brazil, writes that he has never seen quite 
so general an interest in the circulation and 
reading of the Bible as in Brazil. Among 
other things two or three Jewish Synagogues 
in Para (at the mouth of the Amazon River) 
are asking for Hebrew Bibles, and our Agent 
hopes to supply them. 

Public attention in the United States hag 
been directed to Brazil since this appeal was 
received, by the newspaper accounts and tele- 
grams describing the German uprising in 
some of the southernmost states of the repub- 
lic. There are said to be 600,000 Germans in 
the states of Rio Grande do Sul (which is the 
farthest south), Catharina, and Parana. Col- 
porteurs have from time to time visited South 
Brazil, but we have no recent reports of dis- 
tribution in these states.

THE report of the Siam Agency for the first 
half of the year 1917 shows an excellent result 
in the amount of circulation—36,385 copies— 
and no reports have been received from sev- 
eral stations in northern Siam. ‘This result 
has been achieved very largely by the valua- 
ble aid of missionaries using their church 
members as distributers, who number 38 in 
all and have averaged 473 copies in a month, 
at a total cost averaging 26% ticals, which is 
the equivalent of the rupee and is worth ordi- 
narily about 32 cents. —

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE sixth stated meeting of the Board 
T of Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety in its one hundred and second year was 
held at the Bible House, Astor Place, New 
York, Thursday, October 4, 1917, at 3.30 p.m., 
President James Wood in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. William P. Bruce, D.D., who read the 
46th Psalm, after which he offered prayer. 

On the suggestion of Mr. Churchill H. Cut- 
ting, one of the Vice-Presidents of the Society, 
and President James Wood, a period of silent 
prayer followed, after which the Rev. Reese 
F. Alsop, D.D., and President Wood led in 
further prayer. 

Following this, on motion of Mr. Mornay 
Williams and Mr. Gerard Beekman, it was 
agreed that a special meeting for prayer and 
meditation should be held on Tuesday, No- 
vember 20th, at 2.30 p.m., immediately pre- 
ceding the meeting of the committees for 


framing the budget for the ensuing year, and 


that all members of the Board be especially 
requested to attend. 

President Wood read a letter from Gov- 
ernor Whitman, cordially approving the ac- 
tion of the American Bible Society in un- 
dertaking to supply Scriptures for the Army 
and Navy and the raising of $400,000 for the 
purpose. 

The Committee on Versions presented a full 
report dealing with questions relating to ver- 
sions in China, Japan, Korea, Spain, Bolivian 
Quechua, Ecquador Quechua, Arabic, Kurdish, 
Sheetswa, Zulu, Kroo, African version; Mam 
language, Central America; Navaho, North 
American Indians; and the Swedish version; 
some of these being matters of information, 
others requiring action, and all of great in- 
terest. 

Reports were presented concerning the 
Levant Agency, the Philippines, Mexico, La 
Plata, Central America, and the West Indies. 

The Secretaries reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of September: 

To La Plata, 3,104 volumes, valued at 
$494.21; to Levant, 1,253 volumes, valued at 
$181.71; to Mexico, 11,263 volumes, valued 


at $955.24; to West Indies, 743 volumes, val- 
ued at $210.22. Total, 16,363 volumes, valued 


at $1,841.38. |
